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Lawsuit filed against constable, jailer 

Plaintiff claims he was left unconscious on jail floor in pool of blood

A lawsuit has been 
filed in the United 
States District Court 
on behalf of plaintiff 
David Holton against 
Danny Conrad, Estill 
County Constable; Bo 
Morris, Estill County 
Jailer, and the Estill 
County Detention 
Center. Holton is being 


represented by Attorney 
Laura E. Landenwich. 

The suit states that 
Holton got into an 
argument with another 
man over a debt, but 
that the argument 
ended when he left the 
scene. 

Later Estill County 
911 received a call that 
an intoxicated person 
would not leave the 
callers property, and 
Deputy Randy Farthing 


was dispatched to the 
scene. Farthing did not 
arrest Holton, but sent 
him home in the care of 
his brother. 

The lawsuit states 
that Constable Conrad 
and IPD Officer Jeff 
Knuckles overheard the 
dispatch, and decided 
to respond also. When 
they arrived at the 
scene, Holton was in his 
brothers truck on the 
passenger’s side with his 


seat belt on and ready to 
leave. 

Conrad allegedly 
asked Deputy Farthing 
who was in the 
passengers seat of the 
truck, and Farthing 
told him it was Holton. 
Conrad then advised 
Farthing that there was 
a warrant for unpaid 
child support on 
Holton. 

Farthing left the 
scene, and the lawsuit 


states that Conrad 
forcibly drug Holton 
out of the truck and 
beat his face until he 
was bleeding profusely. 
Conrad didn’t serve 
Holton with the 
warrant, but arrested 
him for alleged alcohol 
intoxication in a public 
place. 

Conrad and 
Knuckles then put 
Holton in Conrads 
vehicle, and allegedly 


did not offer him 
medical treatment but 
transported him to the 
jail. 

He then removed 
Holton from the cruiser 
and prompted him to 
walk inside. While 
he walked, Conrad 
allegedly struck Holton 
multiple times in the 
head while Holton 
was handcuffed and

‘Coffee with a Congressman’

Congressman Andy Barr 
was in town on Thursday to 
meet with constituents over 
coffee at Thyme on Broadway 
Cafe. Several county residents 
gathered there to discuss 
issues often in the news-and 
some that are not. 

There was discussion about 
increases in flood insurance 
and how regulators are basing 
rates on computer graphics 
instead of a field study, which 
Barr called “another example 
of a mismanaged government 
program taking a wrong 
approach.” 


Shaun Riley, with Tru 
Value Mission, spoke to Barr 
about the need for a youth 
community center. 

“There is something so 
valuable, so rich in these 
people, and we haven’t 
invested in them,” he said. 

The proposed new 
minimum wage was 
addressed, with some 
expressing concern that it 
would either increase prices 
or cause businesses to employ 
fewer workers. 

The abuse of federal food 
stamps was also brought up 
when someone mentioned 
the “pop train” that has 


been in the news lately and 
questioned how to keep 
people from abusing the 
system. 

Barr said the number of 
people dependent on food 
stamps is a “breathtaking 
indictment” of the Obama 
economy. 

“We need to focus on jobs,” 
he said, “and get [people] 
back to work.” 

He also said there should 
be a work requirement or job 
training for “able-bodied” 
individuals receiving food 
stamps. 


DUI arrest and incriminating text 
leads to two trafficking charges

An Estill County man 
was arrested for driving 
under the influence on Feb. 
18, 2014 by Irvine Police 
Department and Constable 
Danny Conrad. 

Israel Mills, 31, of 1214 
Miller Drive, Apt. 4, was 
arrested for DUI after his 
vehicle was found parked 
behind a residence on High 
Street. When Mills took 
off in the vehicle, he drove 
recklessly, prompting Officer 
Gross to pull him over. Mills 
failed field sobriety tests 
and admitted to smoking 
marijuana and doing three 


percocet 10’s. 

Mills gave written 
consent for his cell phone 
to be searched after the 
DUI arrest. According to 
the uniform citation, text 
messages were found on 
his phone stating that Mills 
would give “Jimmy Duke,” 
a.k.a. James Adams, a few 
percocet 10’s for helping him 
out when he needed them. 

Other text messages 
asked Jimmy Duke to sell a 
few percocets for them and 
said he could keep the extra 
dollars made from the asking 
price. Mills admitted that he 
had given Mr. Adams pills for 
helping purchase narcotics at 
a previous date. 

James Rodney Adams, 46, 


of 108 Hudson, was later 
arrested by the Irvine Police 
Department and Constable 
Conrad because of the 
incriminating text message. 
Mills had texted him asking 
if Adam’s had any percocet 
or 10’s for sell and Adams 
said yes. They negotiated a 
price of $12 each, and Adams 
agreed to sell Mills two pills. 

Adams later stated that 
he did agree to sell them to 
Mills, but was unable to do 
so because he “couldn’t get 
ahold of the drugs.” 

Both Mills and Adams 
were charged with trafficking 
in a controlled substance, 
first degree, first offense. 


School boat’d 
revises calendar 


Students could still be out in May

If Estill County students 
don’t miss any more school 
days, they could still get 
out by the end of May. But 
that’s a big if, depending on 
Kentucky weather that is often 
unpredictable. 

At press time, students had 
missed 21 days for the snow 
and cold, leaving the Estill 
County School Board faced 
with the question of whether 
to take away some or all of 
spring break. 

Superintendent Bert 

Hensley said surveys were 
sent home with students to 
parents, with 444 responding 
that spring break should be 
taken away, and 95 wanting to 
keep it. 

Students were scheduled to 
be out of school on March 21, 
a state-mandated closing that 
permitted professional school 
employees to attend regional 
or district meetings. However, 
the state granted a one-time 
exemption so students can 
attend on that day. 

Therefore, the board voted 
that students will go to school 
on March 21, and they will 
attend three days of spring 
break: March 31, April 1, and 
2 . 

School is still scheduled to 
be out on Memorial Day, but 
that is subject to change. 

In other business, student 
Tyler Sutter was recognized 
for winning first place in the 
middle school category of 
the 2013 Martin Luther King, 
Jr. essay contest, a statewide 
competition. 


Assistant Superintendent 
Randall Christopher said 
projects at the high school 
are “moving along.” He said 
some rusting drains were 
found under a floor that is to 
receive new flooring, and he 
thinks it is smart to go ahead 
and replace them. 

Change orders were 
approved for the high school 
renovation project in the 
amount of $4, 826 to install 
two exterior light fixtures, 
install six new and replace four 
shut-off valves, and remove a 
dead circuit under the gym. 
A change order for the high 
school roof project resulted 
in $280 being credited back 
after it was decided that roof 
ladders did not need to be 
painted. 

The board approved 

the hiring of Ross-Tarrant 
Architects to assist with the 
District Facilities Plan. They 
also decided to join other 
school districts in legal action 
against Kentucky School 

Boards Insurance Trust 

concerning mismanagement. 

The salary schedule for 
the new Winter Color 
Guard was approved, as well 
as the purchase of a new 
72-passenger International 
school bus at a cost of $93,220. 

Several school trips were 
approved. The Winter Guard 
was granted permission 
to attend a competition in 
Milford, Ohio on March 8, 
and an out-of-state trip for the 
6th grade band was approved. 
West Irvine students will be 
going to a science museum 
in Columbus, Ohio, FBLA

Fiscal court still discussing salt, 
supply must be secured for next year

On Monday, the Fiscal 
Court met in special session. 
The court began looking 
ahead to secure a salt supply 
for next year. Estill County 
Judge-executive Wallace 
Taylor said the court has 
to apply by March 31 for a 
salt auction that will take 
place in May. He said his 
road foreman suggested 
advertising to purchase 1000 
tons. 

“We can hold 250 right 
now,” said Taylor. He 
explained that during the 
reverse salt auction, several 
counties are lumped together, 
and bidding starts in a timed 
auction. The low bid gets the 
price, and the contract is filled 
as needed. He said most salt 
buildings are “at their bare 
bones,” and he doesn’t think 
the county will see $70 a ton 
salt for a few years. 

Taylor says that blades and 
equipment have also taken 
a beating, an issue that may 


have to be addressed this 
summer. 

911 hiring 

recommendations were also 
brought before the court and 
approved. Applicants are 
Heather Philhower, Michael 
Lewis, Jonathan Stone, Tedra 
Hunt, Gina Powell, Thomas 
Dudley and Joshua McIntosh. 

In other business, 
Resolution 14-02 was 
approved for the Department 
of Transportation, and 
an agreement with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Transportation for draining 
structures was also approved. 

The fiscal court discussed 
the future purchase of a truck 
for the road department. 
Taylor said it must be no 
lighter than a three-quarter 
ton truck. The court agreed 
to set the price limit at or 
near $15,000 as they begin 
their search. 

Permission was granted 
for Estill County Clerk 
Sherry Fox to enter into a 
memorandum of agreement 
with the State Board of 
Elections that would save 


substantially on postage 
costs. 

The Sheriff’s excess 
fee settlement was 

approved. Total receipts 
were $307,485.23 and 

total disbursements were 
$240,284.52. The difference 
was remitted to the Estill 
County Fiscal Court in 
the amount of $67,200.71. 
The sheriff requested the 
remaining balance of $28, 
440.93 come back to his 
office after his payroll cost of 
$38,759.78 was reimbursed 
for payroll. The remaining 
balance will help pay for 

wages, fuel and cruiser 

maintenance and repairs. 

Appropriation transfers 
and intrafund transfers were 
accepted into the minutes. 
The jail-to jail-fund transfer 
cost the county $65,000. 

A motion was made to 
pay claims, and the meeting 
adjourned to go into closed 
session to address personnel 
issues.

students will be going 
to a science museum in 
Columbus, Ohio, FBLA 
students will attend Regional 
competition on March 7, and 
a trip for Deb Ander’s FCCLA 
students to attend state 
competition was approved. 
The high school academic 
team will be traveling to 
participate in the Governor’s 
Cup State Competition in 
Louisville. 

A report was given 
comparing salary scales 
around the state. Overall, 
Estill County ranks 53, in 
comparison with Fayette 
County which ranks two, and 
Jackson County, which ranks 
122 . 

Superintendent Hensley 
said he is glad the board has 
been able to give raises over 
the past few years, and that 


it wasn’t many years ago that 
Estill was in the 100+ pay 
range also. 

Additionally, according 
to a bonding analysis, the 
District’s bonding potential is 
$4, 240,000. 

SEEK, a funding formula 
for Kentucky’s public school 
systems, was discussed again. 
While state shares of SEEK 
funding are shrinking, the 
demand for local funding has 
increased, creating a financial 
strain for less affluent school 
districts. 

Recent new hires include 
Randall Shumate as bus driver 
and the following substitute 
positions: Latosha Adams, 
as teacher, Alexandria Hall 
as student tech.II /co-op at 
West Irvine, Michaela Trent 
as cook and Donnie Watson 
as bus driver. 

Resignations were accepted 
by Karen Bowen, substitute 
teacher; Rodney Napier, 
assistant football coach at the 
Middle School and Dreama 
Southern, substitute teacher.

handcuffed and compliant. 

Holton began to lose 
consciousness, according 
to the lawsuit. Conrad and 
Officer Knuckles dragged 
Holton inside the jail, and left 
him lying on the floor inside 
the jail. Holton then became 
unconscious. 

Employees of the detention 
center noticed the severity of 
Holton’s injuries and a large 
pool of blood on the floor. 
They determined that he 
required medical attention 
beyond what could be given 
at the jail. 

The Estill County EMS 
was called, and when they 
saw Holton, they determined 
his injuries were severe 


enough that he needed to be 
taken to the hospital. 

The lawsuit alleges that 
because of Conrad’s actions, 
Holton sustained serious 
injuries from which he still 
suffers. 

On Sept. 30,2013, Holton’s 
counsel requested records 
from the jail, but they 
received no response. Two 
more requests were sent on 
Oct. 14th, 2013, and Oct. 
24, 2013, to which lawyers 
reportedly still did not 
receive a response. 

Officer Billy Miller 
acknowledged that the 
jail does possess that 
information, according to the 
suit. 

The lawsuit charges 
that Conrad used an 
impermissible amount of 
force against Holton, that 
Holton’s Fourth, Eighth, and 


Fourteenth Amendments 
to the US Constitution were 
violated. 

It also states that as 
a result of the conduct, 
Holton has suffered pain, 
embarrassment, and loss of 
wages and benefits, among 
others. It charges Conrad 
with assault and battery. 

Defendants Bo Morris and 
the Estill County Detention 
Center were also named in 
the suit for failing to respond 
to open records requests. 

The lawsuit requests a trial 
by jury of all issues triable, an 
award of compensatory and 
punitive damages, injunctive 
relief, recovery of Holton’s 
costs, including reasonable 
attorney fees, the statutory 
penalty of $25 per day for 
the willful withholding of 
records, and all other relief to 
which he may be titled.

As spring approaches, 
many homeowners begin 
to think about their yard’s 
landscape. The winter 
months can be damaging 
to trees and shrubs. To 
ensure healthy spring 
plants, homeowners may 
want to selectively prune 
the trees and shrubs 
around their home. Do 
not prune for the sake 
of pruning, make sure 
you have a valid reason 
for pruning before you 
begin. Remember to 
avoid topping your shade 
trees as this will hurt the 
overall health of the tree. 

Pruning during the late 
winter months allows for 
the removal of damage 
caused by winter winds 
and precipitation. The 
wounds caused by 


pruning heal most quickly 
this time of year just as 
new growth is emerging 
on the plant. 

Pruning also allows 
removal of diseased, 
crowded or hazardous 
branches. When pruning 
trees, the size of the 
tree does not need to be 
reduced too much in one 
season. Limit the pruning 
amount to one-fourth of 
the tree’s volume. Start by 
thinning out branches by 
cutting them off close to 
the tree’s trunk or a large 
limb. 

Leave the base of the 
branch, known as the 
collar, intact. Cutting 
the collar will prevent 
the plant from growing 
over the wound caused 
from pruning. Pruning in 
this manner allows for a 
healthy tree that is more 
open to sunlight and air 
movement. If the branch 
is cut back only part way, 
there will likely be a 
crowded regrowth of new 
branches where the cut 
was made. Do not seal or 
paint the wounds resulting 
from pruning because this 
will only delay the tree’s 
healing process. 

With spring-flowering 
shrubs, rejuvenation 
pruning may be needed, 


and the time to prune is 
fast approaching. The 
best time to prune these 
plants is right after they 
have flowered. If the 
shrub is pruned before 
it blooms, the buds have 
been removed before their 
flowers were enjoyed. 
When pruning is done 
after blooming, the 
flowers will have been 
enjoyed, and the plant 
can recover, grow and 
produce more buds for 
flowers next spring. 

Rejuvenation pruning 
removes one-third of the 
shrub’s oldest growth. 
This pruning entails 
selecting the thickest, 
darkest and unhealthiest 
stems or branches and 
cutting them back. Stems 
should be cut back to 
soil level and branches to 
the point of intersection 
with the shrub’s main 
trunk. This ensures that 
only the youngest, most 
productive wood (that 
which produces the most/ 
best flowers) remains a 
part of the shrub. Shrubs 
that will bloom during the 
summer months can also 
be pruned during the early 
spring. 

Pruning is not limited 
to a certain time of year. 
Homeowners can prune 


at any time if they notice 
branches and limbs 
that are damaged either 
from weather, disease 
or insects. Pruning is 
invigorating for the plants 
in a home landscape so 
one should not necessarily 
think of pruning as a 
means of size control. If 
you have a plant that has 
grown out-of-bounds, 
pruning may not be the 
answer - you may need 
to consider replacing the 
plant with one that will 
reach a smaller size at 
maturity. 

The Kentucky

many of pruning and 
other gardening/landscape 
questions.

There’s an Alternative to the Imperial Presidency

In his State of the Union 
speech to Congress last 
month, President Obama 
drew widespread attention 
for pledging to use his 
executive authority to 
advance his priorities. He 
insisted he intends to act 
with or without Congress, 
and listed well over a 
dozen actions he plans to 
take by executive order. 

Plenty of people were 
happy about this. The 
speech was applauded 
by pundits who have 
given up on Congress 
and believe the only 
way to move forward 


is by strengthening the 
presidency. The present 
government is paralyzed, 
they argue. A stronger 
presidency would get 
Washington moving again. 

Others are alarmed 
by this approach. The 
President, they say, 
is trampling on the 
constitutional separation 
of powers, grabbing 
powers for himself that 
were meant to be shared 
with Congress. 

The problem with this 
debate is that it’s missing 
a key part of the equation. 
Yes, our system needs a 
strong presidency. But 
it also needs a strong 
Congress. We are best 
off as a nation when the 


two consult, interact, and 
work together as powerful 
branches. 

Every president in 
recent memory has 
expanded the power of his 
office and been accused 
of a power grab. They’ve 
had plenty of motivation 
to do so. The modern 
world demands decisive 
action. Americans tend to 
support presidents who 
act forcefully. Congress is 
complex and hard to work 
with. 

Yet there are limits to 
this approach, because 
in the end there is no 
substitute for legislation. 
Executive orders lack the 
permanence and force of 
law, so they can be hard 


to implement and can 
be cancelled by a later 
president. They don’t 
benefit from consensus¬ 
building and consultation 
with voices independent 
of the President’s. 

Consensus-building 
can’t happen in a vacuum, 
however. Without a strong 
Congress able to find its 
way effectively through 
the thickets of lawmaking, 
this President and his 
successors will surely 
continue to address the 
nation’s challenges on 
their own. The question 
is, how far down that road 
can we go before Congress 
becomes irrelevant, with 
too much power — and 
too much potential for 


the abuse of power — in 
presidential hands? 

The march toward 
presidential unilateralism 
dangerously undercuts 
our constitutional system. 
Before we give up on the 
separation of powers, 
let’s try strengthening 
Congress. This may 
not be the easy route, 
but if we don’t take it, 
representative democracy 
itself is in doubt.

Senator Albert Robinson’s Legislative Update 



We’ve passed the 
midpoint of the General 
Assembly, and we are on 
the downhill slide, but 
things will only be heating 
up from this point. 

The bills that passed 
this week included an 
historic piece of legislation 
restoring voting rights to 
certain felons. House Bill 


70 with Senate Committee 
Substitute One provides 
two paths to voting rights 
restoration. After release 
from incarceration, 
there would be a five 
year waiting period 
before restoration of 
voting rights. The other 
mechanism, which is 
currently in place, is the 
executive pardon by the 
sitting governor. 

I believe in stiff 
penalties for crimes 
committed, including the 
death penalty. However, 

I also feel that once the 
sentence is complete 
and the person has been 
released, and has had a 
sufficient and appropriate 
amount of time to prove 
themselves as reformed, 


the slate should be wiped 
clean. Therefore, I support 
the restoration of voting 
rights for certain felons 
under this constitutional 
amendment. The House 
Bill passed our chamber 
Thursday and now goes 
back to the House. 

Another piece of 
legislation that passed 
Thursday is Senate Bill 
119. The bill sets up a 
medical review panel for 
lawsuits against healthcare 
providers. It consists of 
three doctors and their 
opinion is admissible to 
court. It is not a finding 
of law or an opinion. This 
measure will help prevent 
frivolous lawsuits, and 
it will protect victims 
that are taken advantage 


of by unscrupulous 
attorneys who try to sign 
them up for unfounded 
suits. This behavior can 
harm innocent people 
who are manipulated by 
unethical lawyers. The 
measure would also keep 
healthcare providers 
focused on what they 
need to do rather than 
worrying about entering 
into frivolous litigation 
which costs them a great 
deal of money, as well.

COUNTY 

Water that has already gone over 
the dam will not turn the mill. 
Money already wasted will not 
make you independent later in life. 
Time to save is now. Opportunity is 
knocking at your door. 

Education has made vast strides 
since early American Colonial 
days. Changes are taking place in 
curriculum and standards. 

That the students of today may 
more fully realize their wonderful 
opportunity for education 
compared with generations gone 
before, it might be well to take a 
look at the past. 

There were no desks for each 


pupil until several years after the 
so-called “public” schools had been 
established. 

The teacher had a high desk and 
high stool in order that he could 
have a good view of the room and 
the pupils sat on wooden benches; 
the girls on one side and the boys 
on another. 

The teacher didn’t have a very 
pleasant life, as he not only had little 
pay, but boarded from one house to 
another, often taking whatever fare 
was given him. His Saturday’s were 
not always free, as he had to take 
odd jobs to eke out his living. 

Children were fortunate whose 
parents were able to send them to 
private schools. 

As a rule the girls were not given 
the same opportunity for education 
as the boys. 

The public school concept of free 
instruction of both girls and boys 
in reading, arithmetic, geography, 
history, penmanship, and other 
subjects did not have principal 
acceptance nationally until after the 
Civil War. 

It brought buildings especially 
designed for education, instead 
of makeshift buildings, both male 
and female teachers especially 
trained, improved equipment, such 
as individual desks for pupils; and 
provisions for instruction in health, 
homecraft and trades. 

Girls sitting apart from boys in 
schoolrooms was practiced during a 
comparatively late era in American 
education. 

IRVINE HIGH SCHOOL 

The Irvine High School plant was 
begun in 1930 and completed for 
occupancy in May, 1933, after legal 
matters and lack of funds interfered 
with its completion for several 
months. It is situated on a part of 
the old Estill Springs property a 
short distance from the primitive 
log school house which once stood 
on the south bank of Sweet Lick 
Creek and which served children of 
the early pioneer settlers. 

DEDICATION OF IRVINE 
HIGH 

On the day of its dedication, 
a large flag and flag pole were 
presented by the American Legion 
Post. The services opened with the 
singing of My Old Kentucky Home 
and America, and the Pledge of 
Allegiance. Music was furnished 
by the Ravenna Band, Boyd Smith, 
Director. 

The invocation was given by Rev. 
Joe E. Berry, pastor of the Ravenna 
Christian Church. Superintendent 
R.F. Flege presided and introduced 
the board members. Prior to the 
dedicatorial address, brief talks 
were made by Judge Hugh Riddell 
Hon. Robert R. Friend, Arch M. 
Clark, Robert M. Bergman, G. 
Hackworth, Ralph B. Tyree, Supt. 
Estill County Schools, E.S. Scott, 
Judge Harry B. Wilson, and Hon. 
Harry V. McChesney. 

The High School Glee Club 
composed of Katherine Ginter, 
Arminda Smith, Edna Harrison, 
Betty Stamper, Anges Amerine, 
Vivian Ballard, Jewel Brandenburg 
and June Cochran sang at intervals. 

The 1933-34 school session saw 
a large increase in membership. 
The elementary department of the 
Irvine City schools had the largest 
enrollment in the history of the city. 


Total enrollment was 750 students. 

On September 22, 1933, the 
Irvine High School had its formal 
opening, with Rev. Joe Berry 
conducting the devotional exercises 
and giving a brief talk. 365 students 
were enrolled, 77 from Ravenna, 126 
from the county, and the remaining 
160 from the City of Irvine. 

DEDICATION OF YEARBOOK 

The graduating seniors of 1935 
honored the faculty in their annual, 
“In recognition of their patience, 
their friendship, their kindness, 
and their inspiration, we the class of 
1935 gratefully dedicate the BLACK 
AND GOLD to the faculty.” 

The staff of the BLACK AND 
GOLD was: Editor - Dorothy 
Hackworth, Business Manager - 
Judith Blythe, Assistant Editors - 
Merle Fowler and Lillian Harrison, 
Assistant business managers - 
Charles Neal and Arminda Smith, 
Class Will and History - Norma 
Wilson, Sports - Hubert L. Cox, 
Features - George Johnstone, Class 
Prophecy - Douglas Solomon.

R.F. Flege, Superintendent of Irvine

FAREWELL TO IRVINE HIGH 
SCHOOL 


On May 27, 1971 the last 

commencement of Irvine High 
School was held. A former 
superintendent of Irvine City 
Schools, Mr. Robert F. Flege, 
Lexington, gave the address to the 
last graduates of Irvine High School. 

During his discourse, Mr. Flege 
gave a review of education in 
the twin-cities of Estill County. 
He closed his address by urging 
the different communities to 
cooperate in making the merger of 
the two school systems successful 
- with a finer school and better 
opportunities for all Estill County 
children. Mr. Flege was introduced 
by Superintendent William W. 
Davis. 

Estill County lost one of its 
most valuable educators when Mr. 
Flege resigned as Superintendent 
of City Schools after serving the 
community in the educational field 
for thirty years. He has become one 
of the landmarks in the institutions 
of learning in the county. Loving 
good books with a fanatic fervor, 
which made his own life radiant, he 
instilled in his students the value of 
reading. 

Principal Joe Ohr presented the 
awards and the class for graduation. 
Seniors who received special 
recognition were: Nada King, Janie 
Witt, Lu Anne Elliott, Kenny Faught 
and Pat Pickarski. 

Mr. Davis made presentations to 
former board members, Mrs. Ruth 
Cox, and Mr. Edward Garrett in 
recognition of their long service on 
the Board of Education. Mrs. Joe 
Yeager, Star Teacher of the year, and 
Mike Tuttle, Star Student, received 
honor certificates from Kentucky 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
Miss Leslie Jones and Mr. Joe Ohr 
were presented gifts from the 
Alumni Association. 

Special music was provided by 
the junior class under the direction 
of Mrs. Ed Huckleberry. Terry Lynn 
Davis, a member of the junior class, 
and Glenn Scrivner, a member 
of the class of ‘67, played the 
processional. 

Very appropriately, Miss Mary 
Long, first senior to graduate 
from Irvine High School, gave the 
invocation, and Lois Jane Witt, 
the last graduate, pronounced 
the benediction. Superintendent 
William W. Davis awarded diplomas 
to 39 graduates. 

Thus, Irvine High School came 
to an end, an institution which 
served the community faithfully 
for more than a half century. From 
henceforth the building will be used 
as a central office for the county 
superintendent and teachers. 

For the record, we lest forget, 
the lovely ash trees which lend 
its beauty to the front lawn of old 
Irvine High was presented by the 
late Mrs. Lena Wallace and planted 
by the Estill County Garden Club 
in memory of the veterans who 
lost their lives in World War II.

School was in operation it was a 
focal point for many civic and social 
activities, serving the community 
socially as well as academically.

The school program was 
challenging due to the years of 
service given by dedicated teachers 
with wonderful sense of 
mission, who not only fulfilled 


their mission, but willingly and ably 
volunteered their extra time.

MERGER OF SCHOOLS 

The apparent need of larger 
buildings and more adequate 
facilities for the education of the 
youth of Estill County had been 
recognized by both educators and 
parents over a period of years before 
the initial step was taken to remedy 
the situation. 

Following joint meetings of 
the Irvine Independent Board of 
Education and the Estill County 
Board of Education, the matter 
of the merger of the two school 
districts was referred to the State 
Board of Education. According 
to action taken by the State Board 
of Education in their quarterly 
meeting held in Frankfort on 
March 24, 1971, the merger became 
effective on July 1, 1971. 

The free public school open to all 
was born in America; it was built 
into the earliest foundations of this 
nation. Never before in the world 
had such a notion been entertained. 
This marked the birth of American 
democracy, as it has been the 
bulwark of American patriotism. 
So when our forefathers raised a 
schoolhouse by vote of the town 
meeting and very early statutes 
of the states, they raised it to the 
glory of God and the United States 
of America - the two being closely 
conjoined in the minds of the early 
Americans. 

They built, though with primitive 
means and materials at hand, 
structures that were to last, “for the 
ages.” The settlers would have liked 
to build with stone, but masons 
were rarer than carpenters and 
joiners. 

The pioneer spirit of the early 
settlers still prevails; it lives in the 
hearts of our leaders, not only in 
the nation, but right here in Estill 
County. It was in this spirit that 
Superintendent Buford T. Horton 
and his board went about securing 
a new high school that would 
alleviate all crowded conditions 
throughout the entire school 
system. Mr. Horton and his board 
labored tirelessly. They met with 
many obstacles, and were often 
discouraged, before the high school 
was a reality.

Arctic Temperatures Increase Electric 
Bills, Prompt Need to Conserve

The big chill of 2014 has 
given home heating units a 
workout and has increased 
electric bills, with record¬ 
setting cold from a polar 
vortex stretching further 
south than normal. 

In January, temperatures 
for Jackson Energy and 
Kentucky’s Touchstone 
Energy Cooperatives 
averaged 27 degrees, the 
coldest in 11 years. On Jan. 
6, the United States set a 
record for the coldest day 
since 2000 with the average 
temperature nationwide at 
17.9 degrees. 

Even a slight degree 
change in average 
temperatures below 

30 degrees can cause 
electric bills to increase 
significantly, according to 
Jackson Energy’s energy 
advisors. The average 
January temperature of 
2014 dropped 9 degrees 
below the monthly average 
just one year ago. 

“The bitter cold makes 
heating equipment run 
longer and use more 
electricity,” said Karen 
Combs, Jackson Energy’s 
Director of Public 
Relations. “And if someone 
uses a portable heater that 
increases a monthly bill 
significantly.” For example, 
most electric space heaters 
are rated at 1,500 watts. 
Operating a 1,500-watt 
heater for 12 hours a day 
for a month would add $54 
dollars to your bill. 

Homeowners who rely 
on an air source electric 
heat pump to heat their 
homes have been among 
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the most impacted by the 
arctic temperatures. That 
is because temperatures in 
the teens and single digits 
make a heat pump less 
efficient. 

“People who own air- 
to air heat pumps need to 
make sure the units are 
serviced and maintained 
regularly or the extreme 
temperatures will make 
an inefficient heat pump 
operate less effectively,” said 
Combs. 

If your heat pump is 
operating in the emergency 
heat mode, when the red 
light is indicated on the 
thermostat, this will also 
increase your bill. The heat 
pump is generally using 
5,000 watts when it is 
operating in the emergency 
mode. If the heat pump 
runs on the emergency 
setting for 12 hours a day, 
that would add roughly $6 
a day to your bill or $180 a 
month. 

Also, for a heat 
pump, energy advisors 
recommend setting the 
thermostat at a moderate 
temperature at the 
beginning of the season 
and leaving it there. 

Although it has been very 


cold, the winter of 2014 has 
not been the most brutal in 
Kentucky. The record was 
1977, when the Ohio River 
froze and temperatures 
averaged 18 degrees. 

Jackson Energy offers 
programs that can help 
members impacted by high 
bills: 

Button-Up shows people 
how to add insulation and 
take other energy efficiency 
measures, which also make 
homes more comfortable. 
Qualified homeowners 
that heat their homes with 
electricity receive rebates 
that help pay for the energy 
efficiency upgrades. 

Heat Pump Tune-Up 
includes a check of your 
heat pump system and 
some minor repairs to the 
ductwork. Ductwork can 
be a major source of air 
links in the home and lead 
to higher energy bills. 

“Steps taken to increase 
energy efficiency can help 
to offset higher bills,” 
Combs said. “The energy 
savings add up.”

Kyla Dyer and Jordan Tate, 
both from Irvine, visited the 
Capitol February 12 to meet 
with their legislators. They 
also took part in a rally in the 
rotunda. 

Governor Steve Beshear 


and U.S. Medal of Honor 
recipient Dakota Meyer 
spoke to those who gathered 
on February 12th to support 
passage of House Bill 173 and 
Senate Bill 117. HB 173 was 
passed from the House Health 
and Welfare committee by 
a vote of 10 to 3 last week 
after being introduced 
by Representatives Susan 
Westrom (D-Lexington) 
and Julie Raque-Adams 
(R-Louisville). It calls for 


making all indoor workplaces 
and public places statewide 
smoke-free. 

Governor Beshear told the 
crowd, “The time is now to 
act to protect all Kentuckians 
from the known health risks 
of secondhand smoke.” He 
pointed out that tobacco 
addiction hurts productivity, 
increases health care costs 
and kills far too many 
Kentuckians. 

Dakota Meyer, a Marine 


Corps veteran, said at the 
rally that while people have a 
right to use legal products like 
tobacco, they do not have the 
right to harm others. 

“As a veteran I fought for 
the right to vote,” said Meyer. 
“I ask the legislators, who 
have been elected to represent 
us because of the rights so 
many of us have fought for, 
to make the decision to vote 
for a healthier Kentucky. 
Vote to pass the smoke-free 


workplace law.” 

With the passage of HB 
173 and SB 117, Kentucky 
will join 24 other states and 
22 Kentucky communities 
in making all workplaces, 
including restaurants and 
bars, smoke-free. A recent 
poll shows that 65 percent 
of registered voters support 
comprehensive, statewide 
smoke-free legislation. 

Support is strong regionally 
and across both political 


parties. 

The rally was organized 
by Smoke-Free Kentucky, 
a coalition that includes 
thousands of individuals 
and over 300 businesses, 
community groups and 
health organizations. The 
coalition works to protect 
everyone’s right to breathe 
clean indoor air by passing a 
strong, statewide smoke-free 
law. 


Repurposed and Recycled: Works by Kentucky Artisans 


A new exhibit, “Repurposed 
and Recycled: Works by Kentucky 
Artisans,” opens March 1 at the 
Kentucky Artisan Center at Berea, 
showcasing both two-dimensional 
and three-dimensional works made 
from a wide array of unusual found 
and recycled materials. From old 
childrens building blocks to cigarette 
butts, antique weather vanes and 
dehydrated tree frogs - this exhibit 
reveals ingeniously repurposed and 
recycled materials turned into new 
and creative works. 

Featuring works by 41 Kentucky 
artists, this exhibit includes jewelry, 
furniture, clothing, sculpture, 
collage, paintings and a variety of 
mixed-media works using fiber, 
metal and wood. 

Of special interest are the myriad 
techniques and approaches. Several 
artists have utilized materials from 
an important event in their lives 
while others have recycled materials 
of significant historic value and 
beauty. Some artists have found 
scraps and materials of former little 
value, and turned them into new 
and interesting works. 

Amanda Clark creates purses and 
bags from discarded fabric samples 
obtained through the Zero Landfill 
Project in Louisville. 

“This organization collects all 
sorts of materials throughout the 
year from designers, contractors and 
businesses and then offers them free 


of charge to artists and teachers.” 
Clark states, “This is a great resource 
for me and also diverts these 
materials from the waste stream.” 

Dacelle Peckler creates wire horse 
sculptures from recycled fencing off 
her farm in Bourbon County. She 
uses this wire because it doesn’t rust, 
and she bends it by hand with pliers 
into a variety of equine and animal 
forms. Peckler began creating her 
horses and other animals from 
recycled wire in the 1990s. 

“The sale of these wire horse 
sculptures helped put me through 
veterinarian school and today the 
proceeds now help me rescue and 
rehab abused or sickly horses on my 
farm - eventually finding suitable 
homes for them.” 

A slender table, made from 
recycled wormy chestnut wood and 
antique lightning rods reclaimed 
from a 100-year-old barn in 
Woodford County, is the work of 
Berea College educator Alan Mills. 

“Two years ago Berea College took 
down a small historical structure 
called the ‘Contrast House’ that 
was constructed entirely by college 
students under the supervision of 
instructor and woodworker Rude 
Osolnik.” Mills continues, “Built 
by students in 1935, it used locally 
harvested chestnut from the college 
forests and was an example of 
sustainability in the early 1900’s.” 

Mills was able to reclaim some 


of the now-extinct wormy chestnut 
logs and began repurposing the 
wood into new works such as the 
table in this exhibit. 

“I have a passion for locating 
historical structures and artifacts 
that can be reclaimed and 
repurposed into one-of-a-kind 
heirloom pieces.” 

As a printmaker, Eastern 
Kentucky University professor 
David Mohallatee has a profound 
love of paper and things printed 
on paper. Over the years he has 
collected interesting pages, papers 
and boxes made from paper. His 
work in the exhibit titled “Box” is a 
dramatic arrangement of pages from 
old books in a swirling spiral that 
looks like a wheel in motion. 

Unusual materials are found in 
such works as “Circus Chicken” by 
Helen Merrick, a painting created 
from recycled dried-up paint, while 
Sam Greenwell offers a sculptural 
“Trilobite” made from cardboard 
boxes and plastic food containers. 

Colorful works include painted 
recycled children’s building blocks 
by Wendy Currier in the work, 
“Birds off the Old Blocks,” and 
Brandon Long has created a colorful 
abstraction with rusted and painted 
corrugated roofing tin. Color and 
whimsy combine in Lonnie and 
Twyla Money’s work, “Bookworm 
on a Crate” which incorporates 
recycled plastic drainage pipe, 


old books and crates and flexible 
electrical conduit tubing and more.

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Re-entering the work force later in life 


The recent economic 
recession hit many Americans 
hard. If you’re over the age 
of 55 and are looking for 
employment, you are not 
alone. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported that the 
unemployment rate for older 
workers was 5.3 percent in 
August 2013. While this 
figure is down from its high 
of 7.2 percent in December 
2009, it is still nearly twice 
as high as when the recession 
began in 2007. While 
long-term unemployment 
rose substantially across 
demographics, it occurred 
at a greater rate for older 
workers compared to younger 
workers. Nearly 50 percent 
of unemployed older workers 
have been actively seeking 
employment for more than six 


months. 

The 2012 report by the 
Government Accountability 
Office found that older workers 
face several challenges 
to obtaining or regaining 
employment including high 
salary expectations, expensive 
health benefits, out-of-date 
skills and visible frustration 
during job interviews.

If you don’t have Internet 
access, many public libraries 
do. Libraries often offer other 
career services including 
resume help and educational 
classes. Some community 
colleges provide similar 
career services or classes to 
help you become familiar 
with the newest technology. 
Many Extension offices offer 
educational programs about 
retirement and financial 
management. 

If you are currently 
receiving Social Security 
benefits and are thinking about 
re-entering the work force 
to supplement your income, 
you should realize that paid 


employment could affect 
your benefits. If you work and 
are older than full retirement 
age, you may keep all of your 
benefits despite your earnings 
amount. Full retirement age 
for those born between Jan. 2, 
1943 and Jan. 1,1955 is 66. In 
2014, workers younger than 
full retirement age receiving 
Social Security will have 
their benefits reduced $1 from 
every $2 they earned over 
$15,480. Those receiving 
Social Security benefits who 
will reach full retirement 
age in 2014 will have their 
benefits reduced by $1 for 
every $3 they earned over 
$41,400 until they reach their 
birth month. Contact your 
local Social Security office to 
find out the amount you can 
earn while receiving Social 


Security payments. 

Many employers value 
older workers for their 
experience, work ethic and 
mentoring abilities and are 
willing to hire older adults.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 


Eating local as easy as filleting your day’s catch 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - Local food 
sources and sustainable food options 
are of increasing importance to todays 
health-conscious consumers. 

Kentucky offers anglers an abundance 
of fishable water with some of the best 
tasting fish nature has to offer, and a 
good day can provide a bounty for the 
dinner table and freezer for far less than 
you’re likely to pay in a supermarket or 
restaurant. 

“Back in the 1970s and ‘80s the 
majority of people went fishing and 
ate what they caught,” said Ryan Oster, 
fisheries program coordinator with 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “We’ve swung so 
far to the opposite end of the pendulum 
nowadays that there are some fisheries 
out there that could probably benefit 
from people starting to harvest more of 
the fish that they’re catching.” 

A low-fat source of protein rich in 
beneficial omega-3 fatty acids, fresh 
fish tastes even better when you are the 
one who caught, filleted and cooked it. 
But, the prospect of cleaning that catch 
can be intimidating for novice and 
experienced anglers alike. 

Learning how to properly fillet a fish 
requires following a few simple steps 
that apply to most species of game fish 
in Kentucky. With some practice, and a 
little patience, perfect fillets can be had 
in no time, every time. 

The process starts with proper care 
of the fish immediately after it’s been 
landed. 

“If you’re going to keep fish to eat, 
really the best thing to do with a fish 
once you catch it is not put it on a 
stringer and let it dangle in the water,” 
Oster said. “Put it on ice right off the bat 
to help preserve the quality of the meat 
immediately. 

“When you put fish on a stringer, 
that’s a real stressful event for a fish, and 
when you stress a fish you can really 
start to deteriorate the quality of the 
meat.” 

Once you’re ready to fillet the fish, 
give it a quick rinse to remove excess 
slime and any dirt. Donning rubber 
gloves will improve your grip on the 
fish and cut down on the fish smell left 
on your hands. 


A sharp-bladed fillet knife is a must, 
but it doesn’t have to cost a small 
fortune. A good one can be had for 
around $15 from catalog outfitters. 

“A lot of people that I show how to 
fillet fish their first comment is, ‘Give 
me a dull knife because I don’t want to 
cut my finger off,’” Oster said. “That’s 
actually the worst knife you could have. 
A sharp knife makes the entire process 
of filleting a quick and easy process. 
With a really sharp knife all you have 
to do is put gentle pressure on it and 
the blade should cut through bone like 
butter.” 

A 3-1/2 inch blade works well on 
bluegill, crappie and redear while larger 
blades in the 6-7 inch range are good 
for catfish, bass and walleye, Oster said. 

To begin the filleting process, place 
the fish on its side on a firm, flat surface. 
Wood boards work well. 

Securing the head with your free 
hand, make a cut behind the gill plate 
and pectoral fin from the top of the 
fish to the belly. People who consider 
themselves a novice should always 
remember to keep the knife blade 
pointed away from their body during 
the entire filleting process. Never turn 
the blade so that it is facing you. This 
helps ensure safety during the entire 
process. 

Continue cutting into the flesh until 
the knife blade touches the backbone. 
Once it does, turn the knife 90 degrees 
so that the blade lies 
flat against the fish’s 
backbone, facing 
toward the fish’s 
tail. Cut through 
the ribs using the 
backbone as a guide 
but don’t cut all the 
way through to the 
tail. Leave 1-inch or 
so intact. 

Next, flip the 
fillet over skin side 
down and work the 
blade into the fillet 
near the tail until 
the blade is between 
the fillet and the 
skin. Separate the 
skin from the meat 


by sliding the knife forward. Remove 
the rib cage from the skinless fillet and 
you’re done. 

Repeat the process on the other side 
of the fish and discard the carcass and 
skin. Rinse the fillets in cold, clean 
water and keep the meat cool until 
ready to prepare. If you’re not going to 
cook the fish until the following day, 
Oster recommends storing the fillets in 
a plastic bag with water and a little salt 
added to it. 

It’s best to freeze any fish that isn’t 
going to be used in two or three days. 
Some recommend quick freezing the 
fish by placing it uncovered on a sheet 
of aluminum foil in the freezer. Or you 
can simply place the fillets in a plastic 
freezer bag, fill it with water, seal and 
freeze to protect the meat from freezer 
burn. 

A freezer full of fish means fresh 
never goes out of season. Remember, 
your 2013 fishing license expires at the 
end of this month, so buy your 2014 
fishing license soon.

Medical 
Marijuana Bill 
introduced 


FRANKFORT — A bill that would allow seriously 
ill Kentuckians to use medical marijuana with a 
doctors recommendation was introduced in the 
House of Representatives last week. The “Cannabis 
Compassion Act” or HB 350, was introduced by 
long-time lawmaker and registered nurse Rep. Mary 
Lou Marzian (D-Louisville). It is very similar to 
SB 43, which was introduced in the Senate by Sen. 
Perry Clark (D-Louisville) earlier this year. 

The bill is the first effective medical marijuana 
bill ever to be introduced in the Kentucky House 
of Representatives. HB 350 would allow patients 
suffering from cancer, multiple sclerosis (MS), HIV/ 
AIDS, and other serious conditions to use medical 
marijuana with a recommendation from their 
doctor. Patients and caregivers would be able to 
possess up to three ounces at a time and grow up to 
12 plants per patient. The bill would also establish 
safety compliance facilities and would permit one 
medical marijuana compassion center for every 
100,000 residents to ensure safe and reliable access 
for patients. 

“There is no longer any doubt that medical 
marijuana is an effective treatment for a number 
of serious medical conditions and symptoms,” said 
Matt Simon, a legislative analyst for the Marijuana 
Policy Project. “A clear majority of Kentuckians agree 
that no one deserves to be treated like a criminal for 
using medical marijuana recommended by their 
doctors. “Lawmakers concerned about medical 
marijuana should ask themselves what they would 
do if a loved one was suffering from a serious illness 
and a physician suggested that marijuana could 
help.” 

Nearly 80 percent of Kentucky adults believe 
people with serious illnesses should be allowed to 
buy and use marijuana for medical purposes if their 
doctors recommend it, according to a Kentucky 
Health Issues Poll released in May 2013. 

Twenty states and the District of Columbia 
have adopted laws that allow people with certain 
debilitating medical conditions to use medical 
marijuana with a recommendation from their 
doctors. At least 15 more states will consider medical 
marijuana bills this year. 
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Remembering

When growing up in Dayton, 
Ohio my family moved to 
the Greenwich Village area 
of town in 1958. Almost 
immediately my brother Ben 
and I were inducted to serve 
in the neighborhood militia, 
Company B. My brother 
Mike was too young to be 
drafted. We had our own fort 
constructed of scrap wood. 
Our rifles and machine guns 
were fashioned from wood. 
There were many casualties 
but when we heard our 
parents call we sprang back 
to life usually to go home for 
supper. We served in a kinder, 
gentler Army at that time. 

The West boys, Philip, 
Stephen (Skip), Lance and 
Eric lived next door to us. The 
Bondor boys, George, David, 
Kenneth and Michael lived 
directly across the street from 
the Wests house. You could 
think of it as a devil’s triangle. 
We were not hoodlums. 
Mischievous would be a 
better word to describe our 
gang.’ It was a safer world 
then and drug free. We had 
the freedom to stray far from 
home which we did many 
times. Thankfully our parents 
did not always have the full 
details of our adventures. If 
we wavered too much from 
the straight and narrow we 
had good parents that took 
corrective action. Grounding 
was a worse punishment than 
a spanking. We also had Lance 
West who always seemed to 
be our tag along conscience to 
keep us straight. 

We had different religious 
beliefs but all based on 


Christian principles. 

Amazingly to live so close 
to one another we went to 3 
different schools. The West 
boys went to the Catholic 
grade school. Since the 
dividing line for the Dayton 
city school system split our 
street down the middle, the 
Bondors went to Gettysburg 
and our side of the street went 
to Hickorydale. That never 
hindered our friendships from 
being closely intertwined. I 
could have never diagramed a 
better neighborhood in which 
to grow up or better friends 
with which to share my youth. 
Recently, I entered 
‘Greenwich Village, Dayton, 
OH’ on my computer. One 
of the choices that popped up 
was a video, ‘A Tour of Poor 
Dayton—Greenwich Village.’ 
The old neighborhood has 
deteriorated. Our families 
were lower middle class but 
not considered poor. 

None of us saw it coming but 
within a decade my friends 
and I were caught up in the 
Vietnam conflict. On my high 
school graduation night in 
1965 the guys joked, “See you 
in Vietnam!” 

My brother Ben graduated in 
1965 a few months earlier than 
me. He tried to join the Army 
but was rejected. By spring 
of 1966 Ben was drafted. The 
Army was in need of cannon 
fodder. My draff notice came 
the day I turned 19 years old 
in the fall of 1966. There was 
no thought of going to college 
to get a deferment. Even if my 
brother and I wanted to go to 
college there was no money. I 
hinted once to my Dad about 
college and his response was, 
“If you had paid attention in 
high school you would not 
have to go to college.” Ben was 
assigned to Germany while 
I was still in boot camp. I 
figured I would be sent in the 
other direction. By April 1967 
I had boots on the ground in 
Vietnam. 

The other guys in our ‘gang’ 
were either too young to be 
drafted at that time, received a 
college deferment like George 
and David, or became a police 
officer as Philip did. David 
later joined the Navy after 
college. That leaves Skip West, 
also known as the ‘Kid.’ 


Skip graduated from high 
school in 1967. He was one 
of my closest friends during 
my formative years. Skip 
was not going to be able to 
go to college and knew the 
draft would soon pluck him 
from civilian life. He wrote 
me a letter on July 17, 1967 
telling me he was joining the 
Marines on a 2-year hitch. 
“You probably think I’m a fool 
for joinin’ the Marines Jer, but 
I really want to know what 
life is really like, you know, 
like what you said in your last 
letter. And there is Dyan. I 
want to get away from her for 
awhile so I can forget about 
her because if I don’t I’ll go 
nuts”, he wrote. Skip turned 
18 years old August 5, 1967 
and went into the Marines 
shortly thereafter. Skip had a 
lot of emotions pulling at him 
during this time. I would hate 
to think my words influenced 
him to join the Marines. 

Our fathers all served in 
World War II and I’m sure 
Ben, Skip, David and I were 
proud to take our turn to serve 
our country. Skip’s father, Mr. 
West, served in the U.S. Army 
during WWII in the European 
Theater even though he was a 
Canadian citizen. Mr. West 
told me that at the end of the 
war his commanding officer 
summoned him to his office. 
The officer presented him with 
his United States citizenship 
papers. Mr. West told me it 
was one of the proudest days 
of his life. I’m certain Skip 
heard this story many times 
and it had an impact on his 
decision to enlist. 

The next letter I received from 
Skip was in late February 
1968. He informed me he 
would be arriving in Vietnam 
in a couple weeks. We were 
going to try and hook-up if 
possible. 

Lance received a letter from 
his brother postmarked 
March 2, 1968. Skip had a 
stopover in Hawaii and was 
on his way to Okinawa for a 
couple days training before 
proceeding to Vietnam. 
Departing the plane in March 
at Da Nang in northern 
South Vietnam where the 
majority of the marines were 
stationed was probably a 
sweltering experience. When 



Skip 

I deplaned in April of 1967 
the heat nearly knocked me 
down. Skip had enclosed his 
certificate designating him 
as a PFC in the letter with 
instructions it was to be given 
to his father for safe keeping. 
A couple weeks later I was 
reading the ‘Stars and Stripes’ 
and saw his name listed in the 
Killed In Action section— 
March 6, 1968.1 was so upset 
that I was ready to take my 
anger out on any Vietnamese 
that got near me. Fortunately, 
I calmed down before I did 
something foolish. 

Over the years I pieced 
together the following 
account of Skip’s last day. 
The Marine base at Khe Sanh 
had been under siege. The 
only way to receive supplies 
and reinforcements was by 
air. Skip was loaded onto the 
cargo deck of a C-123K along 
with 42 other Marines. There 
was a 4-man Air Force crew 
and 1 Navy man aboard. I 
have been transported on 
these cargo planes. You are 
placed in rows across the deck 
and a strap is stretched across 
each row. You are literally 
packed in the plane like 
sardines. Skip had probably 
only been in-country 2 or 3 
days. He may not have had a 
rifle yet. You usually received 
your weapon at your assigned 
duty station. 

The following paragraph is 
from ‘Vietnam’ magazine: 
“On the afternoon of 6 March, 
a C-123K bound for Khe Sanh 
took a hit in its port jet engine 
even before it had begun its 
descent. The pilot advised 
the base control tower that 
he was turning back to Da 
Nang, but within minutes a 
cloud of smoke rose over the 
hills east of the combat base. 
A forward air controller and 
helicopter pilots investigated 
but found no survivors. The 
crash claimed 48 lives—the 
4-man Air Force crew, 1 Navy 
man, and 43 Marines.” Skip 
was 18 years old. 

I have seen a report that stated 
49 poor souls perished on this 
C-123K. Lance had heard that 
there was one Marine that 
missed that flight and wished 
it could have been Skip. I read 
another article in ‘Vietnam’ 
magazine that told the story 


of a photo-journalist, Robert 
Ellison, who had hitched a 
ride on that ill-fated flight. He 
could have been the 49 th man. 
Lance told me that the Marine 
Corps handled the official 
notification very poorly of 
Skip’s death. They told his 
parents that the “skeletal 
remains” would be sent home 
as soon as positive I.D. was 
made. 

Skip and I both made it home 
to Dayton about the same 
time in August 1968. We 
finally ‘hooked-up’ but it was 
at his funeral. I have never 
experienced a more heart- 
wrenching, tearful service 
than what Skip’s family and 
friends shared in that day. 
Skip’s name is etched on the 
Vietnam Memorial Wall in 
Washington, DC—Panel 43E, 
Row 38—along with nearly 
60,000 other men and women 
we lost in that war. Several 
years ago I visited a mini¬ 
replica of the Wall when it 
was displayed at Battlefield 
Park in Madison County. 
They gave me a print-out 
of Skip’s profile. Chills went 
down my spine when I read 
his birth date, August 5 th . 
Unknowingly I was visiting 
the memorial on his birthday. 
I have been haunted by Skip’s 
death the last 46 years. After 
his passing I have wondered 
if that war was worth his life. 
The U.S. Military/Industrial 
Complex seems to keep us 


engaged in perpetual war. 
President Eisenhower tried to 
warn us of this. 

An anonymous general 
of the Vietnam era once 
told correspondent Arthur 
Hadley, “And who are the 
young men we are asking to 
go into action against such 
solid odds? You’ve met them. 
You know they are the best 
we have. But they are not 
McNamara’s sons, or Bundy’s. 
I doubt they’re yours. And 
they know they’re at the end 
of the pipeline. That no one 
cares. They know.” 

Skip reached the end of 
his pipeline that afternoon 
on March 6, 1968. All but 
my brother Ben of our 
neighborhood militia is alive 
today and we still deeply care 
about Skip. I hope everyone 
who reads this appreciates 
his sacrifice and the sacrifices 
of so many others in all our 
wars. 

One thing that gives me 
some semblance of peace is 
an excerpt from a letter to 
me from our mutual friend, 
David Bondor. David’s letter 
stated, “Skip told me that he 
knew he could get killed. But 
he said not to worry about 
him. Although he messed 
around, he believed in God.” 
I can visualize Skip in his 
Marine uniform guarding the 
Pearly Gates.
